Gloria  Guerra  is  head  librarian  at  the  library  and  I  hear  she  is  still  waiting 
for  a  letter  from  a  certain  Marine  whose  initials  are  Richard  Faenza.  Arlene  Chenard 
had  taken  over  the  driver  education  classes  at  the  high  school  and  Carol  Cataldo  is  in 
charge  of  the  cafeteria.  Rachel  Phelan  and  Marjorie  Locke  now  staff  the  high  school 
office.  Leslie  LaLiberte  is  golf  pro  at  the  new  27-hole  Franklin  country  club. 

Priscilla  Lawton  and  Karen  Molloy  have  purchased  Costello’s  and  reopened  it  under 
new  management.
